Grain was scarce on the 
Prairie in the early years, and few 
of the ox teams got much on tha 
way out but they would nearly all 
be sure of some chop on the way 
home with their loads, though sorme- 
times it was only a double handful 
or two “to bait them up the hills.”, 
Nowadays, with bursting granariea 
and local gristmills, chop atuff is 
more plantiful and oxen as well as 
horse teams receive more grain and 


less hay. 
The Trusty Ox. 

Hay and chop and ‘'‘punch” were 
the daily fare of the ull team, The 
term “bull puneher”’ is eloquent with 
meaning. An ox is naturally slow- 
gSaited and sluggish of temperament, 
His brain as well aw his muacles act 
delbberately. Jt is a literal fact that 
he is too slow to atop quickly. dn- 
stead of bringing his lond to a sharp 
halt he will move it a pace or two 
after hearing the word “whoa,” no 
matter how tired he may be. Give 
him his time and he ean move a big 
load immense distances, but if given 
all the time he wants he will almost 
go to sleep on the road, Nearly all 
vull teams need fairly constant urg- 
ing. The whip and the steel pointed 
brad are their regular portion. Un- 
der its stimulus they ean make as 
good time as horses on the long 
trips. though this does not iby any 
means hold true on the short jaunts 
of one or two hundred miles. An 
cid Klondixer accustomed to thous 
and-mile treks is authority for this 
statement. ‘‘! have often seen them 
start out together,” he said, ‘the 
horses out travelling the bulls at 
first. ‘But by and by the latter 
would begin to-catch up, then they 
would go along together for a while 
and if the road was long enough the 
cactle would finally pull in ahead.” 

When the history of the trail is 
written it will not be complete with- 
out a panegyric on the faithful, dog- 
ged, brute strength of the ox. Day 
after day, week in and week out, he 
would plo@ his patient way. uphill 
and down, across lakes, threading the 
long stretches of rivers like the Ath- 
tbasen and the Simonette, often 
stunding outside at. night and exert- 
ing his giant strength and wonderful 
endurance on an armful of hay and 
1. few handfulls of chop a day. Some- 
timés he would not even have’ the 
comfort of a blanket at night, to say 
nothing of bedding. The writer hap- 
pens to have in his possession a team 
which in former years and other 
hands has been known to “jungle 
out” unblanketed in a chilly winter 
iir of six below. A friend remind- 
ed the owner that his cattle were 
cold and suggested that he drive 
them to the camp fire. He did so 
and they lay down in comparative 
eomfort, 

The extreme cold, however, was 
hard on cattle, They 
too slowly to keep warm and 
seem to shrivel up under its biting 
grip. On the long ice trails up the 
Athabasca and Little Slave Rivers 
andon Lesser. Glave take the great 
caravans of freight teams would move 
so slowly auring the cold spells that 
their sleigh runners would seem to 
pause and stick 10 the ice between 
the motions of the oxen’s strides.

6 feet x 14 feet there was loaded 1,594 
pounds of furniture, comprising 
a dining-room table, four dining 
room chairs, a music cabinet, mir- 
rors, baby buggy, baseburner, and 
three boxes of china dishes pictures 
and books; there was 4lso a complete 
assortment of grubstake and supplies 
which the driver brought in for him- 
eelf, and, in addition, store freigh) to 
the amount of 2,011 pounds, consisi- 
ing of thirteen hundred-pound sacks 
of sugar, one of timothy seed, three 
hundred of flour, with tea, soap, fruit 
afd catsup to make up the halance, 
the whole being compactly built in 
together and so securely bound with 
wire and rope that it hardly shifted 
an inch, Other freight brought in for 
the writer inclided a piano, and on 
the whole of it there was not over 
five or ten dollars’ worth of damage. 
The piano, after being handled by 
movers. shipped a couple of hundred 
miles on a new railroad in the con- 
struction company's hands, then 
hauled a hundred and sixty lying on 
its back across 9 freight rack, along 
stumpy bush trails and over rivers 
with banks toany hundred feet high, 
irrived unscarred and with only one 
key slightly out of tune.

“For the last week, while their guns battered at the allied positions day ! 
and night, the Kaiser's troops have been feeling out the ground in France, | 
probing for a weak spot at which an attack can be launched 

“Where this new assaule will come is not certain. It may be staged on 
the northern front, in Artois or around Ypres; along the Belgian front, where | 
fierce battles took place in the outumn; in the Argonne, where the crown 
prince has tried repeatedly to loosen the French hold on Verdun, or in the 
Noyon sector, the sector nearest Paris. 

“That an attack will be made at some point along the western battle 
line in the near future is taken here for granted, For a month reports have 
come that the Germans were sending troops and guns to the lines in Flanders | 
and France. An especially heavy concentration was reported from the north, | 
along the Belgian coast. 

Testing Strength of Positions | 

“In the last fortnight has come increasing evidence that the Kaiser's | 
troops were picking the spot at which the new offensive could be launched.

Major Fane’s 3rd C.M.R.’s Praised by 
Gen. Seely for Their Gallant Conduct 


Were Under Rain of Fire For Five tothe and of 87 Men Ten Were 


Killed and Fourteen Wounded—Lieut. Campbell, in Letter 
Telling of Engagement For First Time, Gives Details 
of Absorbing Interest 


Lieut. W. A. Campbell, colloquially known to his friends as 
‘*Bill,’? who was formerly with the Lnperial Trust Company, and 
went to the front with Major Fane’s Third C.M.R, squadron, has 
written to his mother, Suite 16, LeMarchand Mansions, a letter 
wheih contains the first definite information of the engagements 
in which the 38rd C.M.R.’s took part, and in which 9 were killed and 
15 wounded, one of the wounded afterwards dying. Ilardly a 
word with regard to the engagement was allowed to pass by the 
censor, and consequently the letter will be particularly welcome, 
not only by relatives of the men, but by the public of Edmonton, 

The fight, Lieut. Campbell says, lasted for tive hours, and after 
it was over General Sceley complimented the men on their heroic 
conduct and said that more shells fell on their part of the trenches 
than on any other part of the same length during the whole ef the 
war. ‘ihe letter is as follows: 

Dear Mother—t have just returned from the front line 
trenches to our Brigade reserve, although not out of big gun 
range. We are comparatively sate, which is a sure good feeling. 

By the time you receive this you will have heard of our fight 
and losses, and | hope also that the papers say how the men 
behaved. They were fine, and stuck to their posts like heroes, 
which everyoue of them are. We, that is, C Squadron, were in 
the front line, holding two sections of treneh, and ‘A’? and “‘B’’ 
were in our support. We work up, you know, in turn, taking four 
days in front line at a time, On December Ist, in the afternoon 
about 2 2 p.m., a general bombardment started about our position. 
Our artillery were pounding them up badly when they opened up 
all their guns from a hill. I have nothing to mention with regard 
to our part of the trench, as we had nothing to do but sit tight, 
We had to take it without a move, 

Our big guns from the rear gave them two shells to their one, 
so they brought more guns into play, and so did we. Of course, 
the poor devils in the trenches got the benefit. They threw bigt 
six-inch shells, high explosives, and shrapnel at us, and some ‘'12”’ 
as we found an unexploded one behind our treuch yesterday. Barly 
in the game Major Fane was thrown out of the trench by a high 
explosive and had his leg broken, Later on Captain Monkman 
was slightly wounded by falling bags, and later killed by shrapnel. 
Beside him was Bill Bloomer, who was also killed. Near Major 
Fane, who was by my troop, a parapet was driven in, and it 
wounded and buried l.cIntyre and some of the fellows. They got 
dug out when later another shell killed Sergeant McGary. Poor 
Fielding (my man I*riday) had a very exciting time. He was in a 
dugout when it was blown in. He was dug and pulled out, and 
was with Capt. Monkman and Sergt. Major Bloomer when a shell 
burst and killed the two latter, Fielding’s nerves were very badly 


shaken. I sent him to the base hospital after it was all over, The 
tight lasted for five hours, and it was sure hell for that time. After 


Capt. Monkman was killed, I bad command of the squadron 
until the firing ceased. Major Baty and some of his squadron came 
up and gave us assistance and I handed the commund over to 
him. We had ten killed and fourteen wounded, and IT cannot sev 
how any of us came out alive. The men were splendid, and we 
received great praise from General Seeley the next day. He said 
that nore shells fell on our part of the trenches than on any other 
part of the same length during the war, and that he was very much 
surprised that our casualties were not more, but, considering that 
we ‘were only $7 strong at that time, and had 25 casualties in a 
few hours behind trenches, I think it was quite enough. Poor 
Simpson in my troops was also killed. Major Fane was a brick, 
and as brave and cheerful as could be. He was made as comfortable 
as possible in the bottom of the trench, and he laughed and-kept 
the boys in good spirits. When it was over, and night came on, our 
Strecher-bearers started taking out the wounded, but the Major 
would not let himself be moved until all were out. 1 then let 
six of my big men from First Troop earry him. He has néw been 
sent to England, and will not be back for some months. Mike 
Kelly was alright through it all, but when it was over he became 
a nervous wreek and we sent him out. He is now at the base, and 
I believe all right again. Until last night T had not had my 
clothes off or washed for four und a half days, und only abont 
two hours’ sleep in twenty-four, but I am alright now, except 
that a bath would be welcome.
